dearefi Ga/eacizs,butlt forthinto ſpeeches, and mixing teates and ſobs 
with every.word, delivered hisletters,till he q>uld cemero more liber- 
ty of ſpeech :andat laſt havipg obtained of his affeRions leave toſpeake 
he added to his letters, exhorrarions, ſtrong perſwaſions, carneſt intrea= 
- ties, and withall plenty of tcares, that hee would have reſpect to the 0+ 
yerthrow of his houſe, the gricfeof hisold father, the deſperate eſtate 
of his wife and children,the continuall complaints madeby all his friends 
and kinsfolks:.all which notwithflanding were not fopaft cure, but that 
yet they might bee remedied by- his returne againe, This was the ſub- 
fiance of bis meſſage.Ga/eacimetaking not long timeto adviſe himſclfe in 
this which the world would thinke ſo waighty a caſe, addrefled him im- 


mediately this anſwer in briefe:that he perceived very well all ts betrue 
that heſaid;but as for his departure is was not done raſhly, nor ypon any ' 


zond conceit,but upon mature deliberation ;hat rhe Lord was theamhor 
of the aQion,that Gods grace was thecauſe movinghim;andthe meanes 
whereby. hee brought it to paflewhich grace of God, hecſaid,had opc- 
ned tis-cycs, and cnlightened. his mind with the knowledge of the 
truth and made him ſce and diſcerne the coſenages; and ſuperſticions, and 


Idolatry of Popery, which by an impious and facrilegious deftribution 


deviceth the glory of God ( which is incommunicable) and imparterth' 


the awe. withfaincd and filthy Idols + he likewiſetold him thar he welt - 


forcſaw allche jinfamies and morics which would enfue upon this his 
converſion : and all. dangeriand darnage which thereby his houſe and 
children were likely to incurre. Bur hee faid, that ſeeing one ofthoſe' 
mult needs bee choſen, either to ſtay ar home with-a conſcieuce burde- 


ned witha heavy heapeof errorsand fuperſtitionspiled together by the 


ſleight of faransart, and.every moment to ſinne againſt the Maj. 

God ſo many thouſand waies; orelſe to leave his hovſ-, his goods |: 

family, his.counery, yea the world:andall the glory ofit; and'cherc: 

purchaſe liberty ot conſcience .to feryethe Lord according tokisword + 

that therefore lice reſolved ofthe two evils to chuſe thelefle,8&of thetwo 

poo to chooſe thegreater,and rather ro ſhut hiscics at all theſe, then the

Thetefore in haſt he diſpatched away a mefſenger with letters ro his ſon, |, 
commanding him by the aythotity of a father to meet himar a certaine 
dzy appoinced ar the city of Verona in the dominion of the Veaot jans; 4 
at which cowne he promiſedto ſtay for him, as he w:nt toward (ermas 
z-y to rhe Emperour: and for his ſonnes more ſecuritie, heprocured aſafe 
conduct fromthe Duke and Sceignory of Yevice; that his ſonne mighe-

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goe and come wichout danger of life orliberty. Gal/eacime receiving the 
| lerters , ard beirg reſo]ved by bjs owne conſcience, and them ro whom 
he imparted the macter that he might not any way with good conſcience: 
diſobcy fo reaſonable a requeſt and Jawfu!l a commandement of his fa-. 
ther, avſwered that he would goe; al:hough he feared thatby this mee- 
ting , and talke of his father and him, his fathers minde would but bee 
more vehemently exaſperate agaiuſt him: for hee firmely rclolved afore

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one FHlemronimus Fracaftoriis , a notable Philoſopher, Phyfitian, and 
Poet (being procured and ſerſon by the Marqueſſe) dealt with Galexcime 
with all his might and cloquence,to perſwade him to yeeld to his father ; 
adding withall, thac that new ſe (as he termed) was falſeand deceirfull, 
and not worthy to be belceved, Galeacime heard all he could lay, and an- 
ſwered him point by point : and finally, by thepure ſimplicity of the 
word of God , hefatisfied him (cheugh he was both wiſe and learned) 
that he willingly held histongue ; and at laſt friendly entreated him, thar 
he would notbe angrie fer thathis importunitie and boldnefſe with him,

therefore he hoped he would bethelefſe moved againſt him. Whereup- . 


on ſerling himſelfe downe againe at Geneva, and deviſing how to ſpend 
. his time in doinggood : he began'to cenfider ſeriouſly of ſetling the di- 
ſciplive in the Church of the [talians, which was thenat Geneva (for 
thicher had a greatnumber of /calians tranſported themſclyes and: their 
families for religion ſake , flying thetyranny of the unholy inquiſition) 


And about that time it felloue fiely that Calvine going Embaſſadour * 


from Geneva to Baſil incaſes of Religion and other maters; entreated 
Galeacins ro beare him company: whereurto he wilingly.condeſcended, 
At Baſil he found an Tealian called Celſas, whaſe right name was Maxi. 
wilian,and wasdeſcended ofthe noble houſe of the Eatles of 2{artinergs 
in /cely : this man had gor a great namein 7taly amongſt the Papiſts tor. 
his cloquency. and ſpecch , and lately by the mercy of God was eſcaped: 


out of che mire of pepiſh ſuperſtitions. Gateacive right glad of him, pers - 
ſwaded him to breake off the purpoſe that he had'for Exyland,, ayd goe |

ny, conferenceand familiarity of many worthy men, but eſpecially ti-* | 


moſt ſwcer acquaintance of that great Calvir,andallthoſe with the liber= 
 tyofa good conſcience, The good gentleman yeelded,and {o they com- 
mivg to Geneve by their induſtry and good meanes' ( with the 


belpe and diretion ef Galoywinallthings) har forme iiphine wan 2 
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eftabliſhed n the /ea/5ax Church, which arthisday ftanderh and flou” 
riſheth io the ſame Church, and remaineth recorded ina booke for that 
pane : and 2ſaximilian the Earle, of whom m_ afore , was the 
rſt Paſtor eleR of that church , and undertooke the charge, purelyto 
expound the word of God, and to adminiſter the Sacraments that 
Chrit lefe behind him, and to watch over that flocke and people: cer. 
taine Elders were joyned as aſſiſtant ro him , to whom was .cammiteed 
the care ofthe Church, to looke co thepuriric of dofrine and life inall * . 
eſtates; rhe principall ofthe Elders was Ga/eacimu bimſelte unto whom
